Busway sign is for ‘idiots’

A SIGN costing £600 a week which 
was put up to stop cars driving on to 
the Luton Dunstable Busway is 
there to ‘accommodate idiots’, a 
councillor has said. 

Councillor Dave Taylor said Luton 
council had put up the sign to stop 
motorists from using the guideway. 

Since the busway opened in 
September last year, 35 cars have 
driven on to it, with 33 going on 
before the sign was installed in 
January at the New Bedford Road 
entrance. 

However, despite the sign being up, 
two vehicles have still managed to 


find their way on to the bus tracks. 

The council is now testing soft¬ 
ware for a £73,106 bollard 
system which will turn the Station 
Road entrance of the busway into a 
bus-only road. Cllr Taylor said that 
was where most of the cars were 
entering. The bollards were not in 
the authority’s original program for 
the busway but a spokesman said 
the decision to install them had 
been taken before it opened. 

Cllr Taylor said: “We do not want to 
have to put up this sign but there we 
go - we have to accommodate idiots. 

“The bollards are going to be com¬ 
ing up at Station Road. Hopefully it 
will stop people from going on to the 
unguided bit of the busway. 


“The busway is a long-term project 
and it has drastically reduced bus 
passenger times, and it’s here for the 
long-haul.” 

Cllr Taylor also said the authority 
was also considering buying the sign 
as it would be a ‘cheaper’ long-term 
option. 

He said: “We are thinking about it 
because it’s cheaper to buy it than 
rent it out. We had only rented it out 
for three months. We do not want to 
spend money like this to accommo¬ 
date idiots but there we go. 

“The bollards were in the initial 
program but the software is taking a 
while because of the trials. It should 
be in place any time now and then 
we will look at the situation again.” 


A council spokesman said: “The 
decision to install the bollards was 
made in order to stop cars accessing 
the bus-only road (Station Road) 
outside the train station and, while 
this work is additional to the 
original busway programme, the 
decision was taken before the 
busway opened. 

“We have opted to use vehicle rec¬ 
ognition software which is currently 
being tested therefore the bollards 
will be operational as soon as we are 
happy that they are capturing and 
permitting every authorised vehicle 
to enter. The bollards cost £73,106. 

“There is simply no excuse for 
attempting to drive along the bus¬ 
way and anyone who is looking 


where they are going would see that 
there is no road to drive on. 

“Many of the recent problems have 
occurred because people come 
along the ‘bus-only’ road in front of 
the station and straight ahead 
behind the Galaxy before carrying 
straight on to the guideway. 

“The bollards near the station, 
once working, should additionally 
help to resolve this problem.” 

• Centrebus has said it is currently 
undertaking an internal investiga¬ 
tion after one of its buses crashed on 
the busway last month. David 
Shelley, the firm’s commercial direc¬ 
tor, said Centrebus would share its 
findings with the council once it had 
concluded its investigation.

Family of Faruk Ali meets 
with the chief constable

THE family of disabled Luton 
man Faruk Ali have met with the 
Chief Constable of Bedfordshire 
Police, Colette Paul, following 
allegations that Mr Ali was 
assaulted by two officers. 

On February 20, Mr Ali, who is 
aged 33 and is autistic, was alleg¬ 
edly ‘dragged’, ‘pulled’, and 
‘punched’ by officers outside his 
home in Whitby Road. 

On Wednesday, Ms Paul and 
Superintendent David Boyle met 
with Dhobir and Kodor Ali, 
brothers of Mr Ali, as well as the 
family’s solicitor at the Dallow 
Road Community Centre. 

Following the discussion with 
Ms Paul, Dhobir Ali said the fam¬ 
ily still had ‘a lot of questions’ 
which they wanted answered. 

He added: “What we are going 
to do now is see how long we have 
to wait for the outcome of this 
investigation, then we will decide 
what to do next. 

“They are not saying anything 
about how long it will take so we 
have to wait and see.” 

Ms Paul said: “The meeting was 
cordial and very productive. 

“It was a good chance to hear 
from the family directly and 
really listen to their concerns. 

“We agreed that we both 
wanted the incident concluded

as quickly as possible in every¬ 
one’s interest and I will do every¬ 
thing possible to ensure that 
happens.” 

This week Ms Paul also wrote 
an open letter to the residents in 
the town regarding the inquiry. 

In the letter she said she was 
‘very sorry that this incident has 
caused considerable distress to 
Faruk Ali, his family and the 
wider community’. 

She said: “I am taking this 
opportunity to write directly to 
you, the community of Luton, to 
reassure you of the steps being 
undertaken to complete a thor¬ 
ough response and investigation 


into these allegations. 

“Mr Ali and his family are 
currently feeling anger and dis¬ 
tress, and called a public meet¬ 
ing to express their concerns. 

“I have expressed my sincere 
apologies for the distress Mr Ali 
and his family are feeling, and 
have offered to meet with them 
personally to discuss their 
concerns. 

“Regretfully they are dissatis¬ 
fied with Bedfordshire Police’s 
response to this situation at this 
time; however we will continue 
to work hard to regain their 
trust.” 

She added: “While I know that 
you may still have questions I 
have not been able to answer 
now, we must allow a fair and 
transparent investigation and 
the statutory processes in place 
to reach their conclusion. 

“I am keen to try and do this as 
quickly as possible but want it to 
be a just and thorough investiga¬ 
tion into what has happened. 

“I will be in Luton over the next 
few weeks and I am keen to speak 
to as many of you as possible.” 

The inquiry is now being han¬ 
dled by Leicestershire Police 
after Ms Paul referred it to the 
force. 

The officers involved have also 
been placed on restricted duties, 
which include them having no 
contact with the public. 


Leicester to be in charge of Faruk Ali inquiry 


THE investigation into the 
alleged assault of Faruk Ali will 
now be handled by Leicestershire 
Police after it was referred to the 
East Midlands force. 

In a letter written to Luton resi¬ 
dents, Bedfordshire Police’s 
Chief Constable Colette Paul said 
she had arranged for the inquiry 
to be handled by another police 
force in ‘direct response to fami¬ 
ly and community concerns’. 

She said: “Initially the investi¬ 
gation was being undertaken by 
the Bedfordshire, Hertfordshire 
and Cambridgeshire Professional 


Standards Department whilst 
being supervised throughout by 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. 

“However, in direct response to 
family and community concerns 
I have referred it to the IPCC and 
I have arranged for the investiga¬ 
tion to be undertaken by 
Leicestershire Constabulary, to 
ensure a transparent investiga¬ 
tion by a team unconnected to 
Bedfordshire Police. 

“I hope this provides you with 
reassurance that the investiga¬ 
tion will be as thorough and 


impartial as it possibly can be.” 

The inquiry will still be super¬ 
vised by the Independent Press 
Complaints Commission. 

Ms Paul said she had also 
moved Chief Superintendent Jim 
Saunders, the head of local polic¬ 
ing for Bedfordshire, from the 
force’s headquarters in Kempston 
to Luton so he can take ‘direct 
responsibility for the leadership 
of the police response’. 

Ch Supt Saunders will be work¬ 
ing closely with Superintendent 
David Boyle, who is focusing on 
community engagement.

LABOUR WINS FARLEY BY-ELECTION 

LABOUR has won the Farley by- 
election on Thursday after poll¬ 
ing more than 1,200 votes. Paul 
Castleman will now represent 
Farley Ward. In second place was 
UKIP candidate Charles Lawman 
with 226 votes, followed by David 
Coulter, Conservative, in third 
place with 154 votes. The turnout 
for the election was 21.8 per cent. 

COMMONWEALTH CELEBRATION 

LUTON marked Commonwealth 
Day with African drumming and 
soca dancing. On Monday (March 
10), Luton council joined with 
other local authorities, civic dig¬ 
nitaries, community groups, and 
charities throughout the British 
Isles to participate in an historic 
event where, for the first time 
ever, up to 500 flags were flown 
at the same times to mark the 
special day. H M Lord-Lieutenant 
for Bedfordshire, Helen Nellis, 
read a message from the Queen 
followed by a specially written 
Commonwealth affirmation and 
the Mayor of Luton, Cllr Sheila 
Roden, delivered the response. 

WARNING OVER SCARLET FEVER 

PARENTS are being warned to 
look out for symptoms of scarlet 
fever in their children after a 
reported rise in cases of the 
infectious disease. Symptoms 
include a distinctive rash, high 
temperature and sore throat as 
well as a white coating on the 
tongue. Dr Philip Monk, at Public 
Health England, said: “For the 
majority of cases a course of 
antibiotics will cure the illness.” 

LUTON WOMAN CHARGED 

A WOMAN from Luton has been 
charged with distributing terror¬ 
ist publications following an 
investigation by the MPS Counter 
Terrorism Command (S015). 
Runa Khan, 34, of Maple Road 
West, Luton, was charged with 
four counts of distributing 
terrorist publications between 
July and September 2013, 
contrary to section 2 of the 
Terrorism Act 2006. She was 
arrested by officers from S015, 
assisted by colleagues from 
Bedfordshire Police, in Luton 
on December 4, 2013. She has 
been bailed to appear at 
Westminster Magistrates' Court 
on March 20, 2014.

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Five arrested in police 
crackdown on car crime

FIVE men have been arrested and 
addresses raided by detectives as 
part of a county-wide crackdown 
against the theft of car parts - a 
problem which has been highlighted 
by Luton on Sunday. 

A large number of vehicle parts have 
been recovered during the operation 
and police have issued a warning to 
motorists to take extra care when 
they park their vehicles. 

Luton on Sunday has already high¬ 
lighted a number of cases where own¬ 
ers of vehicle have had bumpers, 
lights and other parts removed from 
their cars - often when the vehicles 
are parked on owners’ drives. 

Now police have revealed they are 
engaged in Operation King, ‘a dedi¬ 
cated initiative to crackdown on 
those who steal vehicle parts from 
high performance vehicles, such as 
Vauxhall Astra, Corsa and Insignia 
VXRs’. The operation has been run¬ 
ning for a number of months. 

The statement says: “Dedicated 
officers have been working to arrest 
those people who trade in stolen 
parts with eight commercial and resi¬ 
dential addresses being searched and 


five men being arrested so far. 

“Work is also being undertaken by 
the team to gain a better understand¬ 
ing of the market for these stolen car 
parts. Several tens of dozens of stolen 
parts have been recovered.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Ian 
Middleton, said: “Identification of 
recovered parts is on-going but we 
are very keen to have any relevant 
information from the public, either 
directly to the force or through 
Crimestoppers to help us tackle this 


on-going problem. We are particular¬ 
ly interested to hear about any outlets 
where suspected stolen parts are 
being traded.” 

He continued: “The public can also 
assist us by property marking their 
items using any of the commercially 
available property marking products. 

“If your vehicle is fitted with an 
alarm than please make sure you use 
it whenever you park your vehicle, 
and if possible, park your car in a well 
lit area,” he added. 


Court hearing is adjourned again 


THE plea hearing of a man accused of 
fatally stabbing his sister-in-law as she 
drove has been adjourned again. 

On Wednesday, John Evans, 56, 
appeared at Luton Crown Court, via a 
video link from Bedford jail, where he 
was expected to enter a plea to a 
charge of murdering May Evans, 70, on 
November 18 last year. 

But his barrister Roderick James told 
Judge Richard Foster that the defence 
was unhappy with an original report 


prepared by a psychiatrist. 

Whilst the doctor had said Evans was 
fit to enter a plea to the charge, he did 
not address the question of whether 
his actions of the day of the killing 
could amount to diminished responsi¬ 
bility. Mr James said his solicitors had 
granted funding for a new psychiatrist. 

Judge Foster said that the new psy¬ 
chiatrist’s report must be ready for 
March 28. He told prosecutor Alan 
Blake that the crown court have until 


April 24 for its psychiatrist to prepare a 
response. 

The judge adjourned the plea hearing 
until April 25. Evans, of Thames Court, 
Trent Road, Luton, was remanded in 
custody in Bedford prison. A trial date 
has been fixed for May 12. 

Mrs Evans was stabbed in her car as 
she drove along Trent Road on her way 
to collect her grandson from school. 

She married the defendant’s brother 
David six weeks before she died.

THE jury in the Micah 
Urquhart murder trial has 
heard that one of the accused 
told police he felt threatened 
after being chased by Micah, 
who, he claimed, was armed 
with two large knives. 

The incident is said to have 
happened just two days 
before Micah was stabbed to 
death near his flat in Hastings 
Street, Luton, on September 
13 last year. 

The 19-year-old student had 
been housed in Luton to help 
him ‘integrate’ after being in 
care. 

On Friday Luton Crown 
Court heard that in the days 
before his death, tensions 
had built up between Micah 
and Waqar Younis, 19, of 
Queens Close and Paul 
Lynam, 18, of Midland Road. 

Both plead not guilty to the 
murder of Micah Urquhart on 
September 13 last year. 

PC Stuart Gillian told the 
jury he was called to a report 
of criminal damage at Younis’ 
parents home in Queens 
Close in the early hours of 
September 11 last year. 

Bricks had been thrown 
through the window. He said 
he saw Waqar Younis there 
who told him he thought

Micah Urquhart was respon¬ 
sible. 

The officer asked him why 
and Younis allegedly told 
him: “I don’t know, he is crazy 
or something. He chased me 
with knives.” 

He went on to claim to 
police that earlier he saw 
Urquhart behind him hold¬ 
ing two large knives. 

He said: “I was scared and 
started to run. He chased me 
and was shouting at me. He 
was loud and aggressive 
which made me feel threat¬ 
ened.” 

The officer said the area was 
searched by other officers 


and he took Younis to a differ¬ 
ent location to spend the 
night. 

The prosecution allege the 
pair had decided to ‘take 
matters into their own hands’ 
and planned an attack to 
cause serious harm to Micah. 

He was assaulted in the 
street near his flat and was 
stabbed through the heart. 

Earlier this week a neigh¬ 
bour of Micah gave evidence 
at the court. On Tuesday, Paul 
Fountain, who lived below 
Micah, said that before the 
killing he heard a man bang¬ 
ing on his door making 
threats. 

Mr Fountain said: “They 
were very noisy and left a lot 
of mess.” 

He said he nicknamed two 
of the visitors in question as 
“The Ginger One” and “The 
Mouthy One”. 

At around 20 to midnight on 
Thursday September 12 last 
year, Mr Fountain said he was 
trying to get to sleep when he 
heard a “gentle tapping” on 
Micah’s door that became 
louder and louder. He also 
heard scuffling and a threat 
issued to the teenager. 

Mr Fountain said he then 
heard Micah leave the flat 
saying: “I have had enough of 
this” or “I can’t take any more 
of this”. 

The case continues.

Officers are investigating 
the theft and would like to 
speak to anyone who has 
information about the bur¬ 
glary but also warn the public 
about the penalties of 
handling stolen goods.

As a result of the relaxation of rules two 
years ago, dogs entering the UK for any 
non-commercial purpose do not have to go 
through quarantine. A limit was set of five 
dogs per person but this rule is now being 
flouted.

Be aware of asbestos dangers 

SIR - Following a court case earlier this 
month, which found a care home and two 
lift installation companies guilty of breach¬ 
ing asbestos safety regulations and fined 
£22,000,1 would like to remind all of your 
readers of the dangers of asbestos. 

I would also like to remind businesses of 
their responsibilities to both their custom¬ 
ers and employees, who could fall ill due to 


the seriously damaging effects asbestos can 
have on health. 

The fines that both the West Yorkshire 
care home and the building contractors 
paid followed a Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) investigation, and were a conse¬ 
quence of ignorance of their duties to 
protect the health of staff and clients. 

Whilst it does not cause any harm left 
undisturbed, asbestos can cause issues if 
damaged when removed, in this case during 
building work, when dust can be inhaled 
after becoming airborne. 


The toxic substance was used extensively 
in building materials from the 1950s right 
up to the early 1990s, when the medical 
risks of asbestos become more apparent. 

Health complications caused include ter¬ 
minal mesothelioma and lung cancer, the 
effects of which lie dormant at the time of 
contact, before hitting the sufferer later.

ainting atomic

THE internet is a powerful 
tool. We know that. Just 
how powerful and all-per¬ 
vading was brought home 
to artist and art gallery 
attendant, Kristian Purcell, 
last year when images of 
some paintings he had 
posted online five years 
before caught the eye of 
Andy Kirk, Professor of 
History at Nevada 
University, Las Vegas. 

“In 2007 I came across a 
book called 100 Suns,” says 
Kristian. “It contains fantas¬ 
tic photographs of nuclear 
explosions taken in the 
Nevada desert in the 1950s 
when the United States con¬ 
ducted nearly two hundred 
atmospheric nuclear tests. 

“What struck me about the 
images was the people 
watching the explosions. 
They are there in short 
sleeve shirts, desert boots 
and wearing goggles. 

“I knew nothing about the 
subject and, at that stage, I 
was just working out what I 
wanted to do in my art work. 
But those images interested 
me and I started making 
small-scale paintings. I 
stuck them on the website 
and forgot all about it.” 

In 2011 Kristian got an 


email from Andy Kirk asking 
if he could use some of the 
images in a lecture on atom¬ 
ic art. 

“He’d worked on an oral 
history project with people 
who’d had experience of liv¬ 
ing through that time work¬ 
ing amongst that stuff,” says 
Kristian. “It must have been 
very weird if your day job 
was going into the desert, 
setting off bombs. 

“A year later Andy got in 
touch again. He told me that 
he was planning a graphic 
history of the test sites and 
he asked me if I wanted to be 
involved. 

“When I said yes he sent 
me photos of ‘Doomtown’. It 


was the site that was con¬ 
structed close to where the 
bombs went off to judge the 
effect of the explosions on 
buildings, cars and the life¬ 
like mannequins that peo¬ 
pled the town. 

“The project is in the form 
of a graphic novel, like a 
comic book, which is told 
from the perspective of 
ordinary people. 

“The professor needed a 
teaching resource for his 
students who didn’t know 
the history of the site or the 
controversies that accom¬ 
pany it. The graphic novel is 
a surprisingly easy way of 
reading things and can 
enhance history.

“I wasn’t into reading com¬ 
ics as a teenager so reading 
these factual ones has been 
a real eye-opener. The series 
that we are going to be part 
of, published by Oxford 
University Press, has the 


comic book element at the 
front and transcripts and 
discussion at the back.” 

Last October, Andy invited 
Kristian to give a public lec¬ 
ture about his atomic test¬ 
ing art work on the Las Vegas 


campus. “I hadn’t been 
thinking about it so I needed 
to do some work quickly. 

“I wanted to bring some¬ 
thing new into the paintings 
but I didn’t want to intro¬ 
duce a lot of colour because 
the flash of the explosion 
looks like moon shadow. 

“The mannequins all came 
from a regular store locally 
and the happy smiling chil¬ 
dren and made-up women, 
are like something out of a 
nightmare showroom. 

“In 2014 we can see how 
ambiguous the whole thing 
was but then, they felt they 
were saving the world.” 

So why, out of all the artists 
in the world, did Andy Kirk 
invite Kristian to collabo¬ 
rate on this project? 

“The project that’s come 
up years later is comple¬ 
mentary to where my head is 
now. It’s mixing art and his¬ 
tory. I have no track record 
of producing comic books 
but there’s always a sense of 
ambiguity in my work. 

“It’s potentially a contro¬ 
versial subject but I didn’t 
come down on either side. 
Most other art works on the 
subject have been either pro 
or anti. I’m aware that eve¬ 
rything is multiple, every¬ 
one has a side to a story.”

A MOTORCYCLE business 
could be forced to close with 
the loss of three jobs after 
thieves stole a fleet of bikes 
worth more than £40,000. 

The raiders struck at 
Trailworld Ltd last Saturday 
night using hydraulic rams 
and cutting tools to open a 
secure container holding 11 
AJP PR4 offroad motorcycles.

Courses at the centre have 
now been cancelled.

away. If anybody saw any¬ 
thing suspicious we would 
like to hear from them. 
Likewise if anyone is offered 
an AJP bike it is probably one 
of ours. These are quite 
unusual machines. 

“As a result of what has hap¬ 
pened all our bookings for 
courses have been cancelled 
and our mechanic has been 
laid off. The MD Bob Allen is 
considering the future of the 
business at Markyate. It 
might be that we are no long¬ 
er able to operate. Three jobs 
would then be lost.”

Figures show fall in 
teenage pregnancy

THE number of school girls 
under-16 falling pregnant in 
Central Bedfordshire has 
been reduced thanks to early 
intervention programmes, 
new figures have revealed. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council said increased access 
to sexual health services and 
targeted work with young¬ 
sters who may be at an 
increased risk had contribut¬ 
ed to the decline in underage 
pregnancies. 


Conception rates in the 
under 16s fell by 38.7 per cent 
between 2011-12 from 6.7 to 
4.2, and are below the 
England rate (5.6) and East of 
England rate (5.4). 

Figures released by the 
Office of National Statistics 
show that the fall in concep¬ 
tion rates also continued for 
those under-18 in Central 
Bedfordshire, since the 
authority was formed in 2009. 
At that time there were 32.5 
conceptions per 1,000 girls, 
but this has fallen by just over 
18 per cent to 26.7 per 1,000 in 


2012. 

The national average con¬ 
ception rate for under-18s is 
27.7 per 1,000. 

Cllr Mark Versallion said: 
“Our young people are bene¬ 
fiting from the dedicated 
services in place which are 
giving them greater opportu¬ 
nity to make other decisions 
about their education and 
life. 

“Teenage pregnancy is fall¬ 
ing across the country but we 
need to do more to enable 
young people to reach their 
full potential.”

Charity aims to help 
improve patient care

KEECH Hospice has 
launched a new service for 
palliative and end of life care 
patients in the town. 

The charity has created a 
team which co-ordinates 
care packages and works with 
hospital, community, hospice 
and social care colleagues to 
ensure care is co-ordinated 
effectively and responds to 
the needs of patients. 

It provides a ‘rapid response 
support worker’ who is avail¬ 
able between 5-10pm Monday 
to Friday and all day at week¬ 
ends to support patients in 
their own homes. 

On Monday, Marie Curie 
Cancer Care published a 
report which warned that 
some terminally ill patients 
were suffering unnecessarily 
because of poor access to 
pain control at home. 

The report said the opinions 
and wishes of terminally ill 
people and their carers were 
often disregarded in discus¬ 
sions about end-of-life care. 

Elaine Tolliday, head of care 
services at Keech, said the 
charity was already working 
to address this issue in the 
town and put the needs of 


patients at the centre of their 
services. 

Speaking about the service, 
she said: “Too many people 
spend their final days in hos¬ 
pital, contrary to their wish¬ 
es. This pathway aims to 
ensure that patients’ wishes 
are respected and that sup¬ 
port is in place to help them 
and their families and profes¬ 
sionals caring for them.” 

Dr Nina Pearson, clinical 
chair of Luton Clinical 
Commissioning Group, said: 


“Ensuring high quality and 
compassionate care for 
patients approaching the end 
of their life, along with a 
dignified death in the place of 
their choice is so important in 
a civilised society. 

“Luton Clinical 

Commissioning group are 
fully committed to continu¬ 
ally improving end of life care 
we offer to Luton residents 
and their carers and this new 
service is evidence of that 
commitment.”

And Fallen 
Angels is such fun. This one is very, very 
funny; silly really! Coward is a great 
observer of human nature. 

“At the time it was written and first pro¬ 
duced on stage in 1925 it was very shock¬ 
ing. Julia and Jane were regarded as sub¬ 
urban sluts because they get drunk and 
they reveal intimate details about their 


past love lives. Sarah Crowe is very funny 
in it. I’m Ernie Wise to her Eric 
Morecambe.” 

Q. Is it hard for you to play getting 
increasingly giggly and drunk on cham¬ 
pagne throughout the course of the 
show? 

A. “Funnily enough I have had to play 
drunk on stage before - and I have had 
experience of the real thing in my time... 

“The thing about being drunk is that 
you’re desperately trying to stay sober. 

“It’s a licence to be silly, to be inventive. 
You have to be aware of what the other 
person is doing but between you, you can 
work things out.” 

Q. Because you are having to do silly 
things have you ever corpsed (laughed 
when you’re not supposed to) on stage in 
this show? 

A. “Sadly, yes. It’s so damn silly I can’t 
help it, you just go. Sara does too some¬ 
times but she’s not as bad as me.” 

Q. What has been the greatest achieve¬ 
ment of your career? 

A. “That I’ve kept going. I used to think 
that I had to be in a certain place at a cer¬ 
tain time but now I’m more relaxed and 
grateful for what I have. At one point my 
career went stratospheric but a few bad 
career choices and a difficult period in 
my personal life changed that. 

“But I’m in a really happy place in my 
life now and, though I’m not going to go 
into details because you never know what 
can happen, I’ve got three screen projects 
that have been written for me in the pipe¬ 
line; two on the small screen and one 
film so... watch this space!”

Some might feel a pang of regret 
that Mercedes has returned to a 
more conventional shape with this 
latest A-Class, but be in no doubt 
that it’s a massively improved car 
compared to its innovative but 
rarely exciting predecessors. It 
looks great, it drives well and it’s 
chock-full of smart ideas. Even in 
this entry-level A180 petrol guise, 
you’ll love it. 

Pricing for this A180 theoretically 
starts at about £19,000, but that’s 
for an entry-level version with 
steel wheels that few potential 
buyers will want, though you do 
get air conditioning, an eco start/ 
stop function and a CD stereo. 
Better though, to look at a starting 
point for ownership as being the 
SE version, priced from just over 


the £20,000 mark. At this level, 
you get 16-inch alloy wheels, some 
body-colour and chrome finishing, 
lovely chromed air vents, and 
ARTICO faux-leather sports seats. 
We tried the entry-level petrol 
1.6-litre A180 with 122PS getting 
it to 62mph in 9.2s on the way 
to 126mph. If that’s not enough, 
there’s a 156PS version of this 
same engine fitted to the pricier 
A200 variant that knocks a 
second off that and takes you up 
to 139mph. I’d guess though that 
most potential buyers won’t need 
to go that fast.

As for running costs, 
the A180 manages 51.4mpg on the 
combined cycle and 129g/km of 
C02 - in manual form.

Still like a ‘little kid’ 
after Cullen leveller

HE has tried to remain calm despite increas¬ 
ing hysteria about the Hatters' impending pro¬ 
motion, but even manager John Still struggled 
to contain himself when Mark Cullen acro¬ 
batically levelled in the dying stages of 
Tuesday’s top of the table clash with Cambridge 
United. 

Luton Town’s boss said he was like a Tittle kid’ 
when his striker secured a 1-1 draw and a point 
at the Abbey Stadium which - if it hadn’t been 
sealed already - effectively confirmed the 
Hatters’ place back in the Football League as 
Skrill Premier champions. 

Still, of course, would never admit such a 
thing and insists that there is still work to be 
done before Luton are over the line. 

The point at their nearest challengers 
Cambridge though was hugely significant and 
for some Cullen’s goal feels like the moment the 
title was won. 

A victory for the hosts would have cut Luton’s 
commanding lead to 12 points and the U’s, who 
have a game in hand, would then have had the 
opportunity to bring the gap down to nine. 

As it stands Luton’s lead is now 13 points over 
new second placed side Alfreton, who leap¬ 
frogged United yesterday after Hatters loanee 
striker Alex Wall grabbed a 1-1 draw for Dartford 
against the U’s 

“It was a big game for Cambridge,” said Still. 
“If we’d have been Cambridge, it would have 
been a really big game. 

“But I never really felt ‘big game’ - I thought 
it’s just ‘another game’. 

“It really was for me like any other game, 
except when we scored when I was like a little 
kid. I was, I have to say that. I don’t know where 
it came from. I hadn’t really experienced it. 

“Maybe it’s how I approach things by always 
keeping it professional. But when we scored I 
did feel the emotion of it, I did.” 

Still knows that while Luton gained at 
Cambridge, for Richard Money’s side it was an 
opportunity lost. 


“I was under no illusions that if I was in the 
other dressing room, I’d have said if we have a 
chance of catching Luton, this is the opportu¬ 
nity that we can take because it’s in our hands,” 
said the boss. “Once that game’s over it’s not. 

“In my mind I knew how tough the game 
would be, as I knew they would give every single 
ounce. 

“If it had stayed 1-0 they would still have had a 
lot to do but they would have been feeling good 
about themselves. 

“Without taking anything away from 
Cambridge it was a great night for Luton Town.” 

The Hatters enjoyed a rare Saturday off this 
weekend as their league action is scheduled for 
tomorrow night, when mid-table Woking will 


be the visitors to Kenilworth Road for a match 
that will be televised on BT Sport. 

On paper it seems like another three points for 
Luton but Still is taking nothing for granted, on 
the night or over the rest of the season. 

“Whoever comes here now and plays us will 
be right up for it,” said Silll. “Teams will be tight 
and make it difficult, we might have to show 
patience.

LAST weekend’s top of the table clash in 
London 1 North saw first place Westcliff 
beaten 8-0 by second place Eton Manor, 
meaning Luton’s promotion ambitions 
were no longer in their own hands. 

“We’re now dependent on other teams 
taking points off the top two,” said Luton’s 
Backs Coach Nick Rhodes, whose side had 
a Saturday off yesterday. 

“But Westcliff have a pretty tough run- 
in, they have got to travel to North Walsh- 
am on the last day of the season and, of 
course, they’ve still to come to us at the 
end of the month, so we’re still positive.

Korea boost given 
to sledder Watson

UNIVERSITY of Bedfordshire student and bob- 
sledder, Ashley Watson, has been awarded 
funding to boost his hopes of competing at 
the 2018 Winter Olympics in Pyeongchang in 
South Korea. 

Watson only took up bobsleigh as a brake- 
man in May 2012 but the former track sprinter 
has already worked his way into the British 
Bobsleigh set-up, including an appearance in 
January’s World Junior Championships in 
Germany as part of the GB four-man sled. 

Ashley’s progress has prompted SportsAid, 
an independent charity that provides support 
for young and aspiring British athletes, to 
award the 20-year-old funding to the tune of 
£ 1 , 000 . 

Past recipients of SportsAid funding include 
Olympic gold medal winners Sir Chris Hoy and 
Mo Farah. 

The Luton-campus based sports therapy 
student is planning to use the funding to 
cover his travel costs to British Bobsleigh’s 
headquarters at the University of Bath. 

“Competing at the 2018 Winter Olympics is 
the goal and receiving this funding will hope¬ 
fully help me in realising that ambition,” said 
Watson. 

“British Bobsleigh nominated me for the 
prestigious SportsAid funding, and the faith 
they have shown in me is a massive confi¬ 
dence boost.” 

With the 2013/14 bobsleigh campaign now 
at an end, Watson already has his sights set 
on becoming a regular fixture in British 
Bobsleigh’s junior squad once the new sea¬ 
son commences in October. 

“Over the next two to three months I will be 
training in the gym and completing plenty of 
sprint drills out on the track, which is vital in 
helping me keep fit and focussed during the 
close season,” he said. 

“Throughout the summer period away from 
my studies at Bedfordshire, I will be at the 
University of Bath where I’ll train on the push- 
start track, which enables British Bobsleigh 
athletes to hone their starts away from the 
ice. 

“Hopefully I do enough for the coaches to 
select me next winter for either the North 
American Cup or Europa Cup, which are com¬ 
petitions consisting of a series of races for 
countries’ junior teams to gain experience 
in.”

LUTON Town has moved to protect its identity 
- by becoming the first club in England to 
hand its name and image rights to the fans. 

It was confirmed at a meeting on Thursday 
evening that the Trust In Luton supporters’ 
group will have the legal right to veto any pro¬ 
posed changes to the club name, nickname, kit 
colours, club crest or mascot. 

The unprecedented move means that the 
Luton Town brand will be protected years into 
the future - with schemes such as former owner 
fohn Gurney’s 2003 suggestion to re-name the 
club London Luton unable to get off the ground. 

In the wider world of football recent years 
have seen Wimbledon’s metamorphosis into 
Milton Keynes Dons, Cardiff City’s traditional 
blue kits replaced with red ones and the inten¬ 
tion of Hull City owner Assem Allam to change 
the name of the club to Hull Tigers. 

With decisions like these now in the hands of 
the Luton fans, the Hatters faithful need not 
worry about such changes at their club. 

A statement released by club owners Luton 
Town 2020 and the Trust reads: “Can you imag¬ 
ine Luton Town being renamed London Luton 
Dons on the whim of a new owner? 

“Or see changing our colours to yellow and 
red? Perhaps the club crest was swapped for a 
moose head? 

“How about our nickname being changed 
from the Hatters to something? 

“Or even worse, Happy Harry being killed off 
and replaced by a dragon, or something else 
considered lucky on the other side of the world? 

“Stranger things have happened - and are 
happening - in the world of modern football. 

“It’s an alarming, and unwelcome, trend. 

“But we are Luton Town. With over 125 years 
of proud history. For generations, we have been 
an essential part of the identity and fabric of the 
town. And that’s the way we all want it to stay.” 

The statement goes on to say that a club’s 
identity is ‘fragile’ and that the move would 
guard against ‘people who don’t care about 
Luton Town in the way true fans do’. 

“That’s why Trust in Luton is such an impor¬ 
tant organisation - and why 2020 and the Trust 
have been working together to protect the 
future of your club from the perils of potential 




bad owners, chancers and asset strippers,” the 
statement reads. 

“With this in mind we are delighted to 
announce that 2020 and Trust in Luton have 
agreed a deal to protect the exclusive image 
rights of Luton Town, which includes the name, 
nickname, mascot, colours and crest. 

“The Trust, the official fans’ shareholders in 
the club, will from now on have the legal right to 
veto any changes in the decision on club name, 
kit colours and alterations to the club crest and 
mascot identity. 

“This means that the club’s image is protected 
and protected by people who will always care 



and always be there. Asset identity like this is a 
major step forward towards securing our club 
for the next generation, and the next.” 

Luton have since shown more fan engagement 
by allowing supporters to vote on the colour of 
next season’s first team strip - white or orange 
- and the agreement also sets out aims for a 
greater fan ownership scheme, ‘conditional 
upon an increase in membership presenting 
the chance for members to invest in the club 
through shares owned by the Trust’. 

A call has been made for more members to 
join the Trust to therefore strengthen its hand, 
and since the meeting it has tripled in size.

DUNSTABLE Town continued their push for 
promotion from the Southern League 
Division One Central with a 3-0 win at home 
to Aylesbury United yesterday. 

Three first-half goals, including a brace from 
Leon Cashman, ensured a first victory in three 
games for The Blues, and keeps them within 
touching distance of top spot. 

Tony Burnett got the hosts’ afternoon off to 
the perfect start after just three minutes, find¬ 


ing himself in acres of space, and hooking 
home a cross from the right-hand-side. 

Eight minutes later the Creasey Park faithful 
saw their side’s lead doubled when Cashman 
netted the first of his brace. 

With thirty-four minutes gone, Cashman’s 
second, and Dunstable Town’s third, arrived. 

Chris Marsh’s perfectly executed free kick 
found the midfielder, who headed coolly past 
Ducks’ goalkeeper jack Sillitoe. 

United improved after the interval but the 
damage had already been done, and The Blues 
saw the game out to record a comfortable 3-0 
victory, keeping them in second position, four 
points off leaders Rugby Town. 

Elsewhere in the division, ten-man BARTON 


ROVERS surrendered a two-goal lead away to 
Royston Town, hampering their automatic 
promotion hopes. 

Rovers, who have lost just one of their last 
nine in the league, took the lead after only 
seven minutes, thanks to Kim Forsythe’s 
effort. 

In a heated opening period between two 
clubs in similar positions, tackles were flying 
in, and Barton’s Bobby Dance was somewhat 
controversially shown a straight red card for 
his tackle on Ryan Ingrey in just the four¬ 
teenth minute. 

The visitors dug deep though, holding on to 
their advantage until the break, and they man¬ 
aged to increase their lead four minutes into 


the second-half when defender Paul Andrews 
found the net. 

The goal galvanised the hosts, and twelve 
minutes later they reduced the deficit when 
Robbie Mason headed in Reece Dobson’s cor¬ 
ner for 2-1. 

Dan Kennoy’s side looked to have held on for 
a vital three points, but in the final minute, 
forward Dobson turned goalscorer, meeting 
Scott Bridges’ corner to snatch a last-gasp 
equaliser for The Crows. 

A share of the spoils means Rovers remain in 
fifth place in the table, two points inside the 
play-offs.
